ECIMUS JUNIUS JUVENALIS 
was born about the Beginning 


D of the Reign of the Emperor 


Claudius, at Aquinum, a Town belong- 
ing to the Territory of the ancient Volſci, 
and ſince celebrated for having given birth 
to Thomas Aquinus, the famous Father of 
Scholaſtic Philoſophy. Our Poet's Father 
was a rich Freedman, who gave him a 
liberal Education; and, agreeable to the 

Cuſtom of thoſe Times, bred him up to 
the Bar, and to the Study of Eloquence, 
in which he made a very great Progreſs. 
He ſtudied firſt under Fronto the Gram 
marian, and afterwards, as it is generally 
conjectured, under Quintilian, who is

for ſo wiſe a Mind. 

Befides his Acquaintance with Umbri- 
tius a famous Aruſpex, mentioned in his 
third Satire, he was ſingularly beloved and: 
eſteemed among his chief Friends, by 
Martial the Poet, who addreſſes three ſe- 
veral Epigrams to him. (Lib. 7. Ep. 23. 
and 91. and Lib. 12. Ep. 18,) where he 
gives him the Title of the Eloquent, and 
proves that JuvENAL followed the Bar. 
The laſt was written by Martial, after he 
was retired to Bilboa, which was _— 
Trajan; he ſpeaks of our Author as 
Man yet in full- Vigour, andy as if he bad 
written but few Satires yet. The greateſt 
Part of his Works came out very late in 
Life, and he had long diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf by his Eloquenee at the Bar, and im- 
proved his Fortune and Intereſt at Rome, 
before he thought of Poetry; the very 
Style of which, in his Satires, ſpeaks a 
long Habit of Beclaiming. |

Axe in fortifying the Camp ; yet this Man ſubdued 

the Cimbrians, and relieved the State in the utmoſt 

Danger : This Man alone preſerved the trembling 

City ; and therefore after the Battle, when the Crows 

flew to prey upon the Barbarians, and to devour the 

Carnage (and larger Bodies they had never ſeen) his 

Collegue Quintius Catulus, of noble Birth, received 

only the fecond Honours of the Day.

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Thoſe brave Souls the x Decii were of Plebeian 
Deſcent, their Families were Plebeian, yet they de- 
voted themſelves to the Infernal Deities, and to Mo- 
ther Earth, to ſave our Legions, our Auxiliaries, 
the whole Roman Name; theſe Decii were more 
regarded by the Gods, than the great Numbers by 
their Death preſerved. 

Servius Tullius, born of a captive Maid, that laſt 
good King of Rome, yet merited the Robe of Ma- 
jeſty, and the Diadem of Romulus, and all the Ho- 
nours of the State; when the Sons of the Conſul. 
himſelf, of Brutus, tho* nobly born, conſpired to be- 
tray the City Gates to baniſhed Tyrants ; theſe 
Youths ſhould rather have attempted ſome great 
Deſign for the Liberty of their Country not yet ſe- 
cure, ſome glorious Act that Mutivs, that Cocles,. 
Clzlia (that fearleſs Maid that ſwam the Tiber's 
Stream, the Bounds of our narrow Empire) would 
have wondered to hear. Vindicius, a Slave, diſco- 
vered this darx Conſpiracy to the Senators (ſad News 
for the tender Mother's Heart !) who firſt made the 
Youths feel the lawful Puniſhment of the Rods and 
the Axe, never uſed in Rome before.

Every Company, 
the Baths, the Forum, every Theatre, they 'talk 
of nothing but Rutilus. For ſo long as his robuſt 
and youthful Limbs are able to ſtand under a Hel- 
met, while his Blood is warm, he eagerly ſtudies. 
the Laws and the Words of Command E 
under the Maſter of the Gladiators, the Tribune 
neither compelling him indeed, nor forbidding him. 
You ſee many of theſe Fellows (whom their Credi- 
tors, often diſappointed, wait to meet with going, in» 
to the Butcher-row) who place the end of Life onl 
in pleaſing their Palate. The moſt wretched of thefe 
Gluttons cat elegantly. and of the beſt,” when they 
are viſibly falling in o Ruin. They ranſack all the 
Elements for Dainties, never troubling themſelves 
about the Price; and if you attend cloſely, the Diſh 
pleaſes beſt that is deareſt bought.

The difference there 
fore is, who makes the Entertainment: In Rutilus it 
is called Luxury, in Ventidius it obtains the laudable 
Name of Generoſity, and aſſumes a Character from 
the Fortune of the Giver. I cannot but juſtly deſ- 
piſe that Man who knows plainly how much Atlas is 
higher than the other Mountains of Lybia, and yet 
cannot diſtinguiſh between a ſmall. Purſe and a large 
lron - Cheſt. That divine Maxim that dropped from 
the Skies, Know. THYSELF, ſhould be fixed and 
impreſſed upon your Mind in every State of Life, 
whether you deſire to marry, or be a Member of the 
renerable Senate; for Therſites had not the Impu- 
dence to contend for the Armour of Achilles, in 
which Difpute even Ulyſſes behaved with a diſtruſt 
of himſelf. If you attempt to plead at the Bar in a 
Cauſe of Conſequenee, conſult your own Abilities, 
ſatisfy yourſelf who you are, whether an Orator of 
ſrong Eloquence, or n empty Advocate like Cur-- 
tins, or a common Barreter as Matho. The Extent: 
of your Capacity ſhould always be conſidered, this 
ſhould be regarded in the higheſt and the loweſt 
Concerns-; even when you are buying of Fiſh, yon 
ſhould not wiſh for a Barbel, when you have but a 
Gudgeon in your Purſe : for what will be the End 
of you, when your. Throat grows wider as your 
Pocket fails? when the Eſtate and Fortune of your: 
Family is ſwallowed up in that Gulph. your Belly, that: 
Devourer of Uſe and Principal, of Fields and Cat: - 
le upon the Ground.” Laſt of all the Ring goes to 
pawn, and poor Sir Pollio is forced to beg with his 
Finger bare. Death never comes too ſoon, the Fu- 
neral Pile is never bitter to theſe.

private Glutton ; call to my Cook for a Diſh of Pulſe 
before Company, but whiſper Sweet-meats in his 
Ear. Now ſince you have promiſed to be my Gueſt, 
you will find me frugal as b Evander ; you to me ſhall 
be as e Hercules or d Eneas, the leaſt Hero of the 
two, yet ſpringing from Celeſtial Blood, the one by 
Waterand the other by Fire conſigned to Immortality. 
Hear now your Bill of Fare, not furniſhed from 
the Shambles : Firſt, a Kid, the fatteſt on my Farm 
at Tibur, the moſt tender of the Herd, that never 
cropped 'a Leaf of Graſs, nor brouſed upon the 
Twigs of the low Willow, that in his Veins has mote 
of Milk than Blood.

Juice. This formerly was a luxurious Entertain- 
ment for a Senator; Curius the great Dictator boil- 
ed his Pot-herbs, gathered in his ſmall Garden, over 
alittle Fire, with his own Hands. But now the dirty 
go Mkogue that digs in Chains, diſdains ſuch Meat, who 
has upon his Tongue the Reliſh of a Sow's Belly, 
dreſſed at a Cook's Shop. It was the Cuſtom for- 
merly to reſerve a Flitch of dried Bacon, laid upon 
the wide Rack, for Holydays 3 to treat your near 
Relations. on a Birth-day with a Raſher, with an 
Addition perhaps of a Steak of freſh Meat, if any 
85 Mrimained after you had ſacrificed to your good Genius. 
One of your great Anceſtors, who had thrice borne 
the Name of Conſul, who had been General of Ar- 
nies, and diſcharged the Honour of a Diftator, would 
lurry away ſooner than uſual to fuch an Entertain, 
nent, as to a Feaſt of Dainties, returning with his 
pade mounted on his Shoulder, proud of the Con- 
queſt of ſome ſtubborn Hill. In old time, when the 
people trembled at the Fabian Name, at ſtern Cato, 
the Scauri, and Fabric, when Decius, a Cenſor 
nore remiſs, feared the ſevere Rules of his rigid Col- 
league, no one thought it worth their Care, ora mat- 
tr of any ſerious Concern, to know how large a Tor- 
biſe ſwam in the wide Sea, whoſe Shell inlaid was to- 
worn the Couches of the luxurious Romans.

fare was then ſerved up in Thuſcan Platters, which 
you would envy, had you the leaſt Tincture of the 
Spleen about you. Then was the Majeſty of the 
Gods more preſent in all our Temples ;. a Voice al. 
noſt at Midnight, and heard throughout the City, 
ze Notice that the Gauls were coming from the 
ſeſtern Shore : The Gods themſelves were Prophets 
hr our Safety, and warned us of the Enemy's Ap- 
roach, Thus Jupiter with his Earthen: Statue, not 
et profaned with Gold, uſed to ſhew his Care for 
be Affairs of Italy. Thoſe times ſaw our Tables 
nade at home, and of Timber of our own Growth; 
2 Storm of Wind by Chance blew down an old 
alnut- Tree, the Wood was always applied to 
eſe Uſes. Now our rich Gluttons take no Plea- 
re at a Feaft, the Turbut, the Veniſon are inſipid, 
de Ointments, the Roſes ſeem to ſtink, unleſs a 
bee Pedeſtal of Ivory bears up the wide Circum- 
rence of your Table, ſupported by a lofty.

Names of theſe 
were written upon little Balls, ard by the Pretor caft inte an Urn; 
and after they were ſhaken together, he drew out »guin, as in & 
Lottery, ſo many as were by Law, acccrdiog to the Nature of the 
Cauſe, accounted neceſſary. After which, the Plaintiff and De- 
ferdunt bad Power ta rejeft, upon good Exceptions, ſuch as they 
thought would be Enemies te the Cauſe. The Number was ep» 
pointed to be filled up by drawing of other Names ont of the Uen. 
Then the Judges that were appointed, and accepted of the Trouble, 
(for in ſome Caſes they. were allowed their Excuſe) took an Oath 
to judge according to Law ; but, on many - Occefione, othere were 
often [abftitated in their room by the Pretor. After pleadiag of the 
Canſe, the Piætor gave to each of the Judges three wazen Tables, 
wherein were expreſſed ſo many ſeveral Opinions 3 in one was writ- 
tea the Letter A, to fignify the Acquittal or Abſolution of the 
Defendant ; in another, the Letter C, to imply hie Condemostion ; 
aad in the third, the Letters N,L, for Non liquetz:figoifying that the 
buſineſs required « farther Hearing, ae being ne yet not clear 
exongh ; which Delay, of the Canſe was called Ampliation, Thea 
the Judges being called, exprefſed their Opinions by the Tables, 
which they choſe to caſt into the Urn ; and according to the Conſens 
of the mejor part of their Opinions, the Prator pronounced Sen- 
tence, la which meny Turns of the Buficeſs, (ſays the Commen- 
inter) there was room enough for a Bribe to fl p in.

Are you never the better by ſeeing. ſo much of 
the World? 'Tis true, that Wiſdom lays down ex- 
cellent Rules in the ſacred Volumes of Philoſophy, 
and triumphs over Fortune ; yet we pronounce thoſe 
Men happy, who by the Experience of Life only, 
have learnt to bear common Accidents with Tem- 
per, without ſhaking the Yoke. What day ſo fa- 
cred, that does not diſcover to us a Thief, a Scene 
of Treachery, of Fraud, of Gain gotten by every 
fort of Wickednels, and Money obtained by Stabbing 
or by Poiſon ? Good Men are thinly ſown, they are 
ſcarce ſo many as are the Gates of © Thebes, or the 
Mouths of Fruitful Nile. An Age is now come much 
worſe than that of Iron, an Age of Villainy, for 
which Nature herſelf can find no Name, no Metal 
baſe enough to call it by. Yet we exclaim againſt 
the Vices of the Times, we call Heaven and Earth 
to witneſs, as loud.as the noiſy Clients of Fæſidius 
applaud him pleading at the Bar.

9% 15 by Degrees of every Vice and every Error ; Re- 
venge is pleaſing only to a little, an abject, and a 
narrow Mind. This you may ſoon colle& from 
hence, that no Creature is more delighted with Re- 
venge than Woman. But why ſhould you ſuppoſe 
195 thole W retches eſcape unpuniſhed, whoſe very Souls, 
conſcious of dreadful Crimes, are ail Aſtoniſhment, 
are laſhed with Strokes unheard, Conſcience the 


Executioner ſhaking her ſecret Whip with Terror 


over them? To carry Night and Day within his 
200M Breaſt a Witneſs of his Guilt, is Vengeance more 
ſevere, more terrible than what the ſtern Dæditius, 

or Rhadamanthus Judge of Hell, could e'er invent. 
A certain Spartan was anſwered by the Pythian 
Propheteſs, that he ſhould retain a Pledge left in his 
Hands, or defend the Fraud by a falſe Oath. He 
inquired what the Opinion of the Deity was, and 
whether Apollo approved of the Deceit : however, 
the Money he reltored, more from a Principle of 
rear than of Conſcience: yet the Event confirmed 
the Prediction of the Oracle to be true, and worthy 
of the Shrine from whence it came ; for the Man, 
vith his Children and Family, was utterly extirpated, 
vith all his Relations, tho* deſcended from a long 
Train of Anceſtors. Thus was the meer Intention 
of doing ill, moſt juſtly puniſhed ; for he, who in his 
Heart conceives a ſecret Villainy, has equal Guilt as 
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ſeſpite even at his Meals, his Jaws parched as in a 
Fever, his Meat hard to ſwallow, and ſwelling be-

if he did the Act. But had-he finiſhed the Deſign, 
what would he ſuffer?

Grape, mellowed with Age, diſpleaſes ; ſet before 
him Liquor of a nobler Flavour, he makes a ſour 
Face all over Wrinkles, as if it were tart Falernian. 
If in the Night the Horror of his Mind allows him 
a ſhort Repoſe, and his Limbs, tired with toſling 
o'er the Bed, enjoy ſome Reſt, preſently in his 
Dreams he ſees the Temple, the Altars of the Deity . 
profaned, and (which preſſes his dark Soul with Ago- 
nies not to be effdured) he fees Thee, thy dreadful 
Figure of Gigantick Size, torments him quaking with 
fear, and frights him to confeſs ; theſe are the Guilty 
that tremble at every Flaſh of Lightning, at every 
Thunder.clap,. turn pale, are dying at the leaſt 
Grumbling in the Air; the Fire he knows is not the 
Effect of Chance, or raiſed by Rage of Winds, but 
falls in Fury on the Earth, and comes full charged 
with Vengeance. This Stroke perhaps he eſcapes, 
but dreads the next with double Horror, as if delay- 
ed by one fair Day, only to fall the heavier, Be- 
ſides, when they begin to feel a ſharp Pleuretick 
Pain, attended by a wakeful Fever, the Diſeaſe in- 
flicted on their Bodies, they believe, is ſent by ſome 
enraged Deity. Theſe are the Stones they think, 
the Artillery of the Gods to plague the Wicked. 
They dare not vow to offer at the Altar a bleating 
Lamb for their Recovery, nor promiſe a poor Cock's 
Creſt as an Oblation to their Lares ; what can ſuch 
guilty Souls be allowed to hope for when they are 
lick ? Or what Victim does not more deſerve to live 
than they? The Nature of the Wicked is commonly 
wavering and timorous at firſt, but engaging in the 
Act, they become reſolute. When the Pleaſure of 
the Crime is over, they begin too late to reflect, to 
citinguiſh between Right and Wrong; but Nature 
ſoon returns to vitious Courſes, in that ſhe is fixed 
and unchangeable. For who engaged in Vice ever 
ſet bounds to the Purſuit of it? When did a Man

mend to his Son, whom he has taught to be won» 
derfully delighted with the Sight of Slaves branded, 
and with the Smell of a Country Jail? Do you ex-. 
pect that the Daughter of Larga ſhould not be a com- 
mon Strumpet, who could not repeat the Names of 
her Mothers's Adulterers, let her run over the Liſt 
ever ſo faſt, without taking breath at leaſt thirty times? 
The Girl was privy to her Mother's Lewdnefs,. now: 
ſhe is grown up to write her little Billetdoux, in- 
ſtructed by the old Bawd, and ſends them to her 
Gallant by the ſame Pimps ; it was natural to do fo,, 
for Examples of Vice in the ſame Family corrupt 
the ſooneſt, eſpecially under the Influence of thoſe:

me deſtable Examples of Parents leave a laſting 
Impreſſion upon Children, and the beaten Track of 
Wickedneſs, conſtantly before their Eyes, draws 
them into the ſame Crimes.

their Work. Wretch? doſt thou tremble leſt th) 
Court-yard, fouled by ſome filthy Cur, ſhould diſtaſt© 
the Eyes of thy expected Gueſt, leſt thy Gallery 
ſhould be covered with Dirt, when an ordinary Ser- 
vant with half a Buſhel of ſcouring Duſt, would make 
every thing clean, and yet haſt no Concern that thy 
Son ſhould fee a ſober Family at home, without Re- 
proach, and free from Vice ?

Stork feeds her Young with Serpents, and with Li- 
zards ſhe finds in the wild Woods; they, when they 
can fly, purſue the ſame Creatures for their Food. 
The Vulture haſtens to his Brood with Horſe-fleſh, 
with Dogs, with Limbs from Gibbets, and brings 
part of the Carcaſe with her. The young, when 
grown up to feed themſelves, live upon the ſame 
Diet, and chuſe Trees to build Neſts of their own. 
But Jove's Eagle, and Birds of nobler Blood, hunt 
the Woods for the Hare or the Kid, from thence 
they bear their Prey home; and ſo their Young, 
when raiſed upon the Wing, and Hunger pinches, 
haſten to that Prey, which firſt they taſted when 
they burſt the Shell.

Man happy ; his Sons he ſtrictly orders to go the 
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fame way, and follow cloſe that thriving Sect. There 
are certain Elements of Vice, witk theſe he ſeaſons 
firſt their tender Years, and compels the Youth to 
learn the meaneſt, the moſt ſordid Stingineſs; then as 
they grow up, he opens to them the unbounded 
Scene of growing rich.

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e me? he cries; I value the Huſk of a Bean more 
«© than to have the Praiſe of all the Town, if my 
« Farm be ſmall; and affords but a poor Crop.“ No 
doubt, you will eſcape. Diſtempers. and Sickneſs, 
avoid all Sorrow and Care, and be allowed a lon 
Stage of Life, attended with uncommon Happineſs, 
provided you alone poſſeſſed as much ploughed Land 
as the whole Roman People cultivated in the Reign 
of Tatius. Since thoſe Times, the Soldier broken 
by Age, engaged in all the Punic Wars, who had felt 
the Rage of cruel Pyrrhus and Moloſſian Swords, was 
ſcarce at length rewarded with two Acres for his 
many Wounds ; this Recompence for Blood and 
Toil, no one thought leſs than he deſerved, or called 
his Country ungrateful, as if the Allotment were too

unbounded Fortune, The Man that reſolves to be 
wealthy, would be ſo ſoon; where is the Reverence 
of the Laws ? Where are any Reſtraints of Fear or - 
Shame upon a covetous Mind that hurries to be rich? 
„Live content, my Boys, with your Cottages and 
your rugged Hills,” ſaid honeſt Marſus, Hernicus, 
and old Veſtinus in former Days. Let us get Bread 
{© by the Plough ſufficient for our Tables, the Rural 
Gods applaud our Diligence: It was their Bounty 
and Aſſiſtance that beſtowed upon us the Uſe of

Crew, as far as I obſerved, is not inferior to the in · 
famous City of Canopus for Lewdneſs. Beſides, the 
Tentyrites thought the Victory would be eaſily pur- 
chaſed over a Company of drunken ſtammering 
reeling Fellows. The Ombites, for their Part, be- 
gin to dance, with a Negro Piper at the Head. of 
them, daubed over with Ointments that came firſt 
to hand, and their Temples were ſurrounded with 
Chaplets of many ſorts of Flowers. On the other 
ſide, the Tentyrites had their Malice whetted by an 
empty Stomach ; but their Minds were fiſt inflamed 
by loud Brawlings on both Sides, their Tongues were 
the Trumpeters of the Fray. Then they engage with 
loud Shouts, and inſtead of Weapons they fall to it 
heartily with Handy-cuffs. Few Cheeks there were 
without Scratches ; ſcarce a Man, if any of them, 
throughout the Battle had a whole Noſe upon his 
Face; you might ſee among all the Rout, Fellows 
with half their Viſage torn off, with quite different 
Countenances, Jaw-bones ſtaring through broken 
Cheeks, Fiſts full of Blood drawn from the Eyes of 
the Enemy. Yet hitherto they think themſelves in 
Jeſt, acting of Children's Play, for they could feel 
no dead Bodies under their Feet ; and, cry they, to 
what Purpoſe ſhould ſo many thouſands of us go to- 
gether by the Ears, if we all eſcape with Life? 
Their Fury therefore grows ſharper, and now they 
ſtoop down to look for Stones, and hurl them with 
all their Force; ready Weapons in ſuch Diſputes, 
But theſe Stones, you muſt knaw, were not ſuch as 
Turnus or Ajax threw, or of the Weight of that with 
which Diomedes bruiſed the Hip of Æneas, but ſuch 
as Men of our times are able to wield, not near ſo 
ſtrong as thoſe old Heroes. For the Size of Men 
decreaſed mightily ſince Homer was living, and the 
Earth now produces a wretched fort of Mortals, a 
Pigmy Race. If any Deity looked down upon this 
Battle, he -could not avoid laughing, and at the ſame 
ime abhorring the Combatants. :

the unlearned Time of old Metellus ? Now indeed 
the whole World receives the Benefit of the Grecian 
and Roman Literature ; the Eloquence of the Gauls 
taught the Britiſh Lawyers how to plead, and the 
barbarous Iſland of Thule now talks of hiring a 


maſterly Orator to inſtru her Youth, However, 


the Vaſcons we are ſpeaking of, behaved themſelves 
nobly, and the Caſe of the m Saguntines, who were 


equal to them in Valour and Fidelity, but more un- 


fortunate, might excuſe ſuch a barbarous Practice as 
eating of Man's Fleſh, But theſe Egyptians ſhew 
more Cruelty than the Altar facred to Diana, near-

written by Jamblicus ; it ſeeme that Dionyſius the Tyrant, the 
younger, having a great Deſi.e to know the Secret, cauſed two of 
this Sect to be brought before him, one Myilias a Crotonian, and his 
Wife Timychs, a Lacedzmonian ; but the Man being aſked the Res- 
ſoo, made anſwer, that the Pythagoreans indeed did chuſe te die 
rather than to eat Beins;z and I, ſaid be, will rather die than reveal 


the Rexſon; upon which, ſays the Author, he was with ladignetion 


ſent aw:y, The Woman now, unſupported by the Encourzgement 
of her Huſb+nd, thr-atened alſo with Tortures, to declare the Reaſon, 
was urged with the ſame Queſtion ; but being, it ſeems, more Pytha- 
gor2an then Wort an, ſhe bit out her Tongue, aud ſpit it in the Ty- 
rant's Face. The ſame Author in general tells us, th-t it wat, for 
many ſ-cret and natural Cauſes concerning the Soul.“ Diogenes 
Liertius aſſerts, that Pythagoras abſtained from Beans, among other

tian Prieſts, when he was in that Country, who abſtained from Beans, 
and judged it unlawful to eat, to ſow, or Jook upon them.
